Mr,  Chairman,  My  Lady,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health, 

Since  I  did  not  take  up  the  appointment  until  March  this  year,  this 
Report  for  1957  records  events  which  occurred  during  the  tenure  of  office 
of  my  predecessor,  Dr,  F.H.M.  Dummer, 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  is  20,390, 
an  increase  of  1,01$  over  1956* 

The  death  rate  of  9,6  per  thousand  population  was  lower  than  the  national 
figure  for  England  and  t/ales,  and  the  birth  rate  at  2 l+,6  per  thousand  was 
considerably  higher  than  the  national  figure  of  16. 1, 

The  numbers  of  infectious  diseases  notified  were  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year  -  the  increase  being  due  to  the  predominarc  e  of  measles. 

The  occurrence  of  a  new  Asian  strain  of  Influenza  A  virus  resulting  in  a 
pandemic  of  the  disease  caused  some  anxiety  and  considerable  illness  and 
inoonvenience.  Outbreaks  were  most  marked  in  closed  communities  such  as 
boarding  schools  and  hospitals  and  new  National  Insurance  claims  for  sickness 
benefit  reached  unusually  high  levels  for  the  Autumn  months  of  October  and 
November,  Fortunately  -  although  the  disease  was  by  no  means  trivial  and  the 
case  incidence  was  high,  the  mortality  was  not  unduly  so. 
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Perhaps  the  most  significant  national  event  in  the  field  of 
environmental  health  was  the  accident  at  the  Wind  scale  Plant  of  the  Atomic 
Energy  Authority  in  October.  Largely  as  a  result  of  public  concern  and 
correspondence  in  the  press,  and  also  following  the  recommendation  of  the  Fleck 
Committee  subsequently  appointed  by  the  Government  to  consider  aspects  of  health 
and  safety  in  the  Atomic  Energy  Authority,  public  attention  was  focussed  on 
the  potential  dangers  resulting  from  the  ever  increasing  use  of  radio-active 
isotopes  and  other  sources  of  radiation  in  modern  life,  and  it  was  realised 
that  the  time  had  come  to  disseminate  more  widely  a  knowledge  of  the  dangers 
and  methods  of  control  of  radiation,  in  order  that  local  authorities  could 
understand  the  environmental  hazards  involved,  and  co-operate  with  other 
agencies  in  their  control,  and  in  the  protection  of  the  general  population. 

The  Council  has  a  special  interest  in  these  matters  since  the  Aldermaston 
Establishment  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Authority  applied  during  the  year  to  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  authority  to  discharge  liquid 
mildly  radioactive  wastes  into  the  Council’s  Tadley  Sewage  .forks. 

Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  this  new  technology  has  come  to  stay,  and  this 
country’s  economic  position  in  the  world  will  increasingly  depend  on  further 
development  of  its  potentialities, 

I  have  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  contribution  to 
the  report  on  the  hygiene  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District,  and  all 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  throughout 
the  year,

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Vital  Statistics 

(a)  Live  Birth  Rate 

Live  births  registered  during  1957  amounted  to  482,  257  boys  and 
225  girls.  The  live  Birth  Rate,  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  by 
the  Registrar-General's  comparibility  factor  v/as  24.6  per  thousand  population. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1957  was  16. 1  per  thousand. 

(b)  Still  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  still-births  was  2  only,  giving  a  remarkably  low  still 
birth  rate  of  4.1  per  thousand  births,  compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  of  22,  5  per  thousand  births. 

(c)  The  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  208,  of  which 
103  were  males  and  105  females. 

This  gives  a  local  death  rate,  corrected  by  the  Registrar-General's 
comparability  factor  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  9. 6  per  thousand  population, 
which  compares  favourably  with  the  National  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of 
11. 5  per  thousand. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  proportionately: - 

(1)  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  which  were  responsible  for 
36.7  per  cent,  -  more  than  a  quarter  of  these  deaths  being  due  to 
coronary  artery  disease. 

(2)  Cancers  of  various  types  were  responsible  for  17.3  per  cent. 

Five  of  these  deaths,  all  in  moles,  were  due  to  lung  cancer, 

(3)  Vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system  accounted  for  16, 8 
per  cent,  and 

(4)  Respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  5.5  per  cent. 
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There  were  2  deaths  from  influenza. 

No  deaths  from  infectious  disease  or  tuberculosis  were  reported,  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  deaths  were  associated  with  childbirth. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  (i. e.  the  number  of  infant  deaths  recorded 
in  the  first  year  of  life  per  1,000  live  births)  was  3^*  1  pbr  1,000  and  the 
neonatal  death. rate  v\ras  20.7.  These  figures  compare  unfavourably  with  the 
National  rates,  which  were  23.1  and  16.5  respectively,  although  too  much 
significance  should  not  be  assigned  to  such  comparisons  since  the  difference 
in  the  size  of  the  populations  at  risk  is  so  great. 
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Infectious  Diseases 

Apart  from  measles  and  whooping  cough,  of  which  173  and  35  cases 
respectively  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  incidence  of  infectious 
diseases  in  the  district  was  low . 

There  were  6  cases  notified  of  scarlet  fever  and  3  oases  of  erysipelas, 
which  is  caused  by  the  same  organism.  The  cases  were  all  relatively  mild 
and  the  scarlet  fever  occurred  only  in  children  under  10  years  of  age, 
while  erysipelas  occurred  in  those  over  15  years. 

One  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  recorded  in  a  girl  aged  5  years. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  food  poisoning  or  diphtheria. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1%8  -  Section  17 


No  formal  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  during  the  year, 
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Immunisation  and  Vaccination 


During  the  year,  immunisation  and  vaccination  against  small-pox, 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  continued  both  in  general  practitioners 
surgery  and  at  County  Council  clinics.  The  efficacy  of  these  protective 
procedures  is  now  so  well  established  that  most  parents  readily  accept  them 
on  behalf  of  their  children.  Nevertheless  it  is  desirable  to  maintain  a 
continuous  immunity  to  diphtheria  by  giving  re- inforcing  injections  to 
children  of  school  age  if  the  disease  is  Id  be  kept  under  control.  It  still 
smoulders  on  in  the  country  and  during  the  year  1957  6  deaths  were 
provisionally  assigned  to  this  cause  in  England  and  Wales* 

In  the  same  way,  vaccination  against  small-pox  is  very  desirable  for 
all  infants,  since  in  these  days  of  air  travel  the  risk  of  importation  of 
the  disease  from  abroad  has  greatly  increased,  and  primary  vaccination  of 
infants  is  less  likely  to  lead  to  complications  than  when  it  is  delayed  to 
later  in  life. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  some  53*7  per  cent,  of  babies  born  in 
Kingsclere  and  Whitchurch  Rural  District  during  1957  were  vaccinated  before 
their  first  birthday  as  compared  with  37*6  per  cent,  in  1956. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued, using  the  new  British 
vaccine,  and  was  made  available  to  all  those  who  had  been  registered  in  1956, 
and  was  later  extended  to  all  children  born  between  1947  and  1956,  a  total  of 
165  children  in  the  Rural  District  receiving  two  injections. 
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Administration  of  Health  Services 

National  Health  Service  Act,  19 A6« 

The  admini strati on  of  those  devolved  services  is  carried  out  by 
the  Andover  and  Kingsclere  District  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  County 
Council. 

The  Committee  has  at  its  disposal  a  considerable  amount  of  information 
on  the  health  of  the  local  districts  and  an  important,  if  not  spectacular 
side  of  the  -work,  is  the  appointment  of  district  nurses  and  the  detailed 
knowledge  of  the  work  being  undertaken  in  the  respective  districts. 

Reports  are  submitted  each  meeting  on  infectious  diseases,  births  and 
deaths,  inspection  of  nurseries,  immunisation  and  vaccination,  midwifery  and 
maternity  services,  home  help  services,  nursing  accommodation,  and  matters  of 
health  importance  in  -which  the  three  districts  have  a  common  interest.

Milk  Samples 

In  all,  31  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year,  together  with  12 
samples  of  milk  containers.  Five  samples  of  milk  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
three  because  of  a  fault  in  heating  apparatus  at  the  dairy  concerned,  and  two 
because  of  inefficient  cooling  of  the  milk  at  the  dairy  farm. 

Twice  during  the  year,  in  August  and  November,  complaints  were  received 
from  a  resident  on  the  atomic  Weapons  Research  Estate  at  Tadley  regarding  dirty 
milk  bottles.  On  each  occasion,  the  same  dairy  was  concerned.  The  laboratory 
report  on  the  two  bottles  was  similar,  being  that  the  milk  satisfactorily  passed  the 
standard  tests  for  pasteurised  milk  and  that  the  culture  showed  only  Aerobic  spore 
bearing  organisms  with  no  coliforms  present.

Where  water  sample  reports  indicated  that  the  supply  was  not  suitable  for 
drinking  purposes  both  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  dwellings  concerned  were  advised. 
The  oocupiers  were  asked  to  boil  all  water  used  for  drinking  purposes  until  further 
notice.  The  owners  were  notified  of  any  defects  to  the  wells  which  were  likely 
to  cause  contamination,  and  instructed  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  abate  the 
nuisance,  or  in  certain  cases,  where  main  water  was  available,  the  owner  was 
requested  to  have  the  premises  connected  to  the  main. 

Publio  Water  Supplies 

There  are  three  major  water  pumping  stations  in  the  rural  district  situated 
at  Kingsolere,  Overton  and  Whitchurch,  and  there  is  one  small  pumping  station  at 
Ashman  sworth. 


a 
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Kingsclere  Pumping  Station 

The  new  pumping  station  was  officially  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Council,  Lt,  Colonel  D.  S.  Kennedy,  D.  S.O. ,  on  Tuesday,  10th  September,  1957, 

The  pumping  station,  designed  to  supply  the  Northern  area  of  the  rural 
district,  vdll  ultimately  pump  500,000  gallons  of  water  per  day.  The  station 
is  built  above  two  boreholes,  each  33”  diameter  and  220  ft.  and  150  ft.  deep. 

These  boreholes  were  test  pumped  at  45>000  gallons  per  hour  and  will  give  an 
estimated  safe  yield  of  750,000  per  day.  Two  vertical  spindle  borehole 

pumps,  each  having  a  capacity  of  30,000  gallons  per  hour  and  a  pumping  head  of 
25  ft.  are  suspended  approximately  60  ft.  below  ground  level  and  are  shaft  driven 
by  motor  above  floor  level. 

These  pumps  supply  water  which  has  been  chlorinated  to  the  Aerator  House, 
here  the  water  cascades  over  a  number  of  trays  to  reduce  the  carbon  dioxide 
content.  The  water  then  gravitates  from  the  Aerator  House  into  the  100,000 
gallon  surface  reservoir  where  the  water  level  controls  the  borehole  pumps  and 
water  is  drawn  off  by  three  sets  of  horizontal  booster  turbine  pumps  and  pumped 
to  the  storage  reservoirs  at  Kingsclere  (200,000  gallons)  and  Cottingtons  Hill 
(50,000  gallpns)  for  the  North  Eastern  area  and  at  a  future  date  Beacon  Hill  for 
the  North  Western  area.  The  booster  pumps  are  regulated  by  the  water  levels 
whioh  are  indicated  and  recorded  in  the  Pumping  Station. 

During  the  year,  new  mains  were  laid  and  completed  in  tie  Baughurst  area 
and  the  Kingsclere  Pumping  Station  now  supplies  vrater  to  Kingsclere,  Hannington, 
Ashford  Hill,  Headley,  Ecchinswell,  Bishops  Green  and  Baughurst,  apart  from  the 
100,000  gallon  service  reservoir  at  the  Pumping  Station,  there  are  three  reservoirs 
at  Cottingtons  Hill  (50,000  gallons),  The  Playfield,  Kingsclere  (50,000  gallons) 
and  Yew  Tree  Farm,  Kingsclere  (200,000  gallons),  giving  a  total  storage  capacity 
of  3C0,000  gallons. 
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Overton  Pumping  Station  supplies  Overton  and  part  of  Laverstoke, 

During  the  year,  work  commenced  on  laying  one  and  a  half  miles  of  9"  diameter 
pumping  main,  the  construction  of  a  500,000  gallon  reinforced  concrete  reservoir 
at  White  Hill,  and  also  the  provision  of  new  pumps.  The  laying  of  the 
pumping  main  and  construction  of  the  reservoir  is  completed  and  the  installation 
of  the  new  pumps  should  be  completed  very  early  in  1958# 

The  provision  of  these  new  works  will  ensure  that  Overton  will  no  longer 
suffer  from  a  curtailed  water  supply  when  an  electrical  breakdown  occurs  and 
Whitchurch  and  St,  Mary  Bourne  will  be  able  to  be  supplied  with  water  from  the 
Overton  Reservoir  in  the  event  of  a  breakdown  at  the  Whitchurch  Pumping  Station, 
The  Yilhitchurch  Pumping  Station  supplies  the  parishes  of  Whitchurch, 

St,  Mary  Bourne  and  Hurstboume  Priors,  and  a  bulk  supply  is  afforded  to 
Longparish  in  the  Rural  District  of  Andover, 

There  are  two  reservoirs,  one  situated  at  the  Pumping  Station 
(180,000  gallons)  and  a  35,000  gallon  reservoir  at  Hurstboume  Park,  giving  a 
total  of  215,000  gallon  storage. 

During  the  year,  work  has  commenced  on  renewing  the  water  mains  at 
Whitchurch,  The  old  mains  have  become  increasingly  troublesome  during  the  past 
few  years  and  much  unnecessary  pumping  has  been  caused  through  excessive  leakage, 
Ashmansworth  Pumping  Station  supplies  part  of  the  parish  of  Ashmansworth 
and  has  an  elevated  reservoir  with  a  storage  capacity  of  20,000  gallons* 

Bulk  supplies  are  taken  from  Newbury  Corporation  for  the  supply  of  water  to 
Newtown,  Burghclere  and  parts  of  East  Y/oodhay.  The  Parish  of  Tadley  is  supplied 
with  water  by  the  Mid  Wessex  Water  Company,  At  East  Yfoodhay  there  is  a  storage 
capacity  of  100,000  gallons.

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REFUSE 


Refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the  Rural  District,  which  is 
divided  into  three  areas. 

Area  No.  1,  Comprises  the  parishes  of  East  Woodhay,  Highc]e  re,  Newtown, 
Burghclere,  Asbmansworth,  Litchfield,  St,  Mary  Bourne  and 
Hurstbourne  Priors,  The  average  number  of  bins  emptied  each  week 
is  2,100,  and  the  average  weekly  mileage  is  210, 

Area  No,  2,  Comprises  the  parishes  of  Whitchurch,  Overton  and  Laverstoke, 

The  average  number  of  bins  emptied  each  week  is  1,700,  and  the 
average  weekly  mileage  is  140, 

Area  No,  5,  Comprises  the  parishes  of  Ecohinswell,  Kingsclere,  T  adley  and 

Baughurst,  The  average  number  of  bins  emptied  each  week  is  2,000 
and  the  average  weekly  mileage  is  290, 

The  Council’ s  tips  are  well  maintained  but  some  nuisance  from  fly 
infestation  w&s  experienced  during  the  year,  especially  from  the  tip  at  Overton, 
In  view  of  its  close  proximity  to  dwellings,  the  tip  was  closed  and  the  refuse 
from  that  area  deposited  at  the  Kingsclere  tip. 

The  tips  are  regularly  treated  with  tip  dressing  and  a  considerable 
quantity  was  used  during  the  summer  months.  The  Rodent  Officer  makes  regular 
inspections  and  takes  any  action  found  necessary  and  as  a  result  no  nuisance 
arose  from  rat  infestation. 

The  Council  have  tips  situated  in  the  district  as  follows: - 
Kingsclere  St,  Mary  Bourne  T adley 

The  tip  at  Tadley  is  almost  filled  and  another  tip  situated  in  the 
Ashford  Hill  area  will  be  brought  into  use. 
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The  amount  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  5,475  tons 
and  consisted  mostly  of  ashes,  tins  and  paper.  The  amount  of  paper  put  into 
refuse  bins  is  considerable  and  it  would  be  of  enormous  help  if  householders 
would  endeavour  to  burn  the  dirty  and  useless  paper  instead  of  placing  it 
in  the  refuse  bins.  This  would  materially  help  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
refuse  collection. 


SSNAG-S  DISPOSE 

Sewage  Works  owned  by  the  Council  are  situated  at  Kingsclere,  Overton, 
Whitchurch  and  Sil Chester  (Tadley  Sewage  Y/orks).  There  is  also  a  Sewage 
Pumping  Station  at  Laverstoke  which  pumps  sewage  frcm  Laverstoke  to  the  Overton 
Sewage  Pumping  Station, 

In  the  parishes  of  Overton  and  Whitchurch,  the  sewage  is  raised  by  pumps 
to  settling  tanks  and  filter  beds  and  the  effluent  is  dealt  with  by  land  irrigation. 
The  new  sev/age  works  at  Kingsclere  were  completed  in  October,  This  is  an 
up-to-date  plant  consisting  of  grit  channels,  recorder  storm  weir,  two  settlement 
tanks,  two  storm  water  tanks,  dosing  siphon,  two  circular  filters,  two  humus 
tanks,  small  pumping  station  and  ten  sludge  drying  beds.  The  plant  is  designed 
to  deal  with  a  flow  of  3,625  gallons  per  hour. 

In  addition,  new  sewers  were  laid  to  The  Dell,  along  Winchester  Road  as  far 
as  Park  House,  and  along  the  Newbury  Road  as  far  as  The  Star  Public  House, 

The  disposal  works  are  situated  about  1-g-  miles  along  Union  Lane,  and  well 
away  from  the  built  up  area.  These  new  works  have  replaced  the  old  and 
obsolete  system  and  the  provision  of  additional  sewers  has  enabled  most  of  the 
dwellings  situated  in  Kingsclere  to  be  connected. 
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The  large  modern  sewage  works  constructed  at  Silchester  to  deal  with 
sewage  from  Tadley,  also  deals  with  the  domestic  and  trade  sewage  from  the 
Atomic  Weapons  Research  Establishment  at  Aldermaston,  and  also  the  Housing 
Estates  belonging  to  the  Establishment. 

There  is  also  a  sewage  works  situated  at  Bishops  Green,  Ecchinswell, 
owned  by  the  Air  Ministry,  These  works  take  the  domestic  sewage  from  Gr  enham 
Common  Airfield  ( situated  in  Berkshire)  and  the  Council  by  agreement  discharges 
the  domestic  sewage  from  some  100  dwellings  at  Bishops  Green  into  these  works.
